in front of us and the Villa men rush- 
ed up the stairs, and called out: 'Don't 
shoot; we are all Mexicans here.' The 
bandits seized the women and dfay- 

aid them into the light one by one, 
ying each time to Pereyra: 'Is this 
one a Mexican?' ,

Tpmporary repairs to roads are, or 
at least should be, confined to emer- 
gency measures. In proportion to the 
results obtained, temporary work is al- 
ways expensive and Is never Justifled 
by ordlniii) cond.iiinis. I'nusual con- 
ditions, however, often occur to plague 
the road man. For example, the clos- 
iag of a main highway to trafflc be- 
OBMS of OOBStructlon. repair or wash 
outs may suddenly throw a heavy traf 
nc for a short time on a little-used and 
probably unlaspr of sd ^Tway. Clearly. 
In such s case |HifMfr*iM>«ilWts 
are Isgttlmata. 

Tha aost coflsssoo tro«Ms« aet with 
la % flsss of this ktnd are mudboles 
aa< rats It the soil Is heavy, and dust 
and looM iBiid U tha sou ta Mght or 
sandy. 

On a dsy or gaabo read nadholes 
usually oMsa the aMWt troabto. As 
water M ataotatsiy algsss sr y for tha 
oxiatsBsa aC a aradhala. aar trsati^ent. 
whether temporary or psrlaiaiat la 
chsrseter, most provlds tor fttttng rid 
of the water. The first stap Is. thtra- 
fore, to dig a trench to ths slda and 
allow the water and mad to draia. If 
neceaaary, open up also tha side 
ditches, furthermore, reaovt all of 
the soft mud left In the mudhOla. The 
bottom of the trench should he flllod 
with broken stone or coarse gntTel so 
as to provide a drain to pivrsal iay 
further accumulation of water. Oravsl 
Is the best material for filling ths old 
mudholc. If gravel is not available, 
use the best earth at hand, tamping it 
down in three or four-inch layers. If 
possible. KjircKl a little gravel or sand 
over the now 1111. which should be 
made alightly higher than the adjoin- 
ing road surface. The best treatment 
of all. howev r. Is to keep the drain- 
age in g.".cd ciindi!;.-,-. Sr:r:f:U3 mud 
holes will then ranly develop. 

Don't try to fill a injdhole without 
first drainlni; out the water and re- 
moving the soft nil.;. Don't try to till 
II with liiiHc .'<:o!irs, be< .msn if this is 
done there will goon be two mudholes 
instead of one. Don't try to till a mud 
hole with sods or similar material 
which absorb water readily. 

On an earth or gravel road ruts are 
best treated with the drag. Don't be 
afraid of dragging too often during a 
ralay spsll. If a thia eoat of- sand or 
gravel be spread over the road sur- 
face when it has been softened by rain 
and then worked in by trafllc and a 
liberal use of the drag, a poor earth 
road can be much isaproTSd and made 
to carry a surprMBgly hsatrj trsllle 
for a short time. 

In contrast to the clay or gumbo 
road, tho sand^rosd glres least trouble

Peters' saloon at 1049 Kentucky ave- 
nue, as the pistol taken from him by 
the masked bandit who shot and kill- 
ed Ditk Isemaii on tlif ni^'ht of Feb- 
ruary 2, for which Ernest Elmendorf 
is in jail. A .45 calibre Colt's army 
pistol, which Kissner had stuffed 
down in his trousers' belt, has been 
identified a .similar i^uii used by the 
bandit a id such a nun i.s produced 
laeman's death. His hands and fbaff 
ers tally with those of Iseman's mur- 
derer. 

Kissner entered by a back door and 
intimidated four men in the room. 

Schmidt shot Kissner wnen an op- 
portunity pr.-seiited it.sclf. The scnp- 
ing of his slioes on tiie rtoor by Hol- 
land Taylor, a net;ro barber, dis- 
tracted the bandit's attention from 
Schmidt, who saw his chance and 
l)ulk-d a .;{8 autoni.itic pistol and fired 
into his brain. Death was insUtn- 
taneous.

1 then felt no need of asking 
favors, and found it easy -to patronize 
the mail order agents that came al- 
most weekly to our door. 1 regret to 
say that I was the first in the county 
to make up a neighborhood bill and 
seadittoanwaofderboaae.

"Gradually our merchants lessened 
their stock of gofKis— for lack of i«- 
tronage. Finiilly we bci.Mn to ratlize 
that when we needed a bolt quickly 
for madiinery, or clothing for sick- 
ness or death, we had to wait and 
.send away for it, which wasn't so 
pleas;int. One by one our merchants 
moved to places where they were ap. 
preciated, and men of leas energy 
moveii in. Gradually our town has 
gone down; our business houses are 
'tacky' in appearance, a number are 
empty; our schools, churches and 
walk's are going down, we have no 
band, no library nor ball team. Then^ 
is no business done in the town, and 
therefore no taxes to keep things up. 
Hotel is closed for lack of traveL Go 
down to the depot when the freight 
pulls in and you will see tile seqoel in 
mail order packages. 

"Nine years ago my farm was 
worth $19.') ;in acre; to-day I'd have a 
hard matter to sell it at $167 an acre. 
It is too far from a live town'— 80 
every farmer has said that wante to 
buy. He wants a place near schools 
an4 churches, where his children can 
have advantage. 1 tutve awakened to 
the fact that in hdpingto pull the 
town down, it hascoatme t6»6Q0in 
nine years."
